AN ORDINANCE AMENDING PALM BEACH COUNTY SPECIAL OFF 
DUTY POLICE SERVICES ORDINANCE NOS. 72-4 AND 72-22; 
PROVIDING FOR PERMIT CHARGES; PROVIDING FOR DIS¬ 
POSITION OF PROCEEDS; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN 
CODE; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; AND PROVIDING FOR 
AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida adopted and enacted the Special Off Duty Police Services 
Ordinance No. 72—4, on February 8, 1972; and 

WHEREAS, said ordinance has previously been amended by the 
Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida by Ordinance 
No. 72-22, adopted and enacted on November 21, 1972; and 

WHEREAS, the schedule of permit charges and disposition of 
proceeds from said charges requires updating and changes; and 

WHEREAS, an amendment to said ordinances is necessary to allow 
a more workable method of providing the special off duty police services. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA: 

SECTION 1. SECTION 4. OF SAID ORDINANCE IS AMENDED TO READ: 

SECTION 4. PERMIT ISSUANCE 

Upon application on a form provided by the Sheriff for that 
purpose, the Sheriff may issue to the applicant a permit which shall 
authorize and define such off regular duty police services as the Sheriff

SECTION 2. SECTION 5 OF SAID ORDINANCE IS AMENDED TO READ: 

SECTION 5. PERMIT CHARGES 

The charges for each permit issued shall be made in accordance 
with the following schedule: 

a. A minimum hourly rate, as determined and established by the 
Sheriff to be a fair, just and equitable amount, shall be charged for 
each Deputy Sheriff authorized by a permit and shall remain in effect 
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until the expiration of the permit; provided, however, that a minimum 
total charge, as computed on such hourly rate, shall be made for each 
Deputy Sheriff so authorized for each three (3) hours period or less. 

b. If the permit assignment requires the presence of a 
supervising officer for its proper performance, a proportionately higher 
hourly rate, as determined and established by the Sheriff, shall be made 
for each hour of service rendered for each supervising officer.

In the event a Sheriff's Office vehicle 
is required, an amount equal to the actual cost of such use shall be

d. The Sheriff may refund a portion of the fee charged under 
this ordinance, if through no fault of the applicant or permit holder, 

the services contemplated by the permit are not capable of complete 

performance . 

e. In the case of permittees who require the services provided 
for in this ordinance on a frequent and regular basis, the Sheriff may 
establish a uniform schedule of charges provided for herein. 

SECTION 3. SECTION 6. OF SAID ORDINANCE IS AMENDED TO READ:

word. 

SECTION 5. SEVERABILITY: 

If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or provisions of 
this Ordinance is held invalid, the remainder of this Ordinance shall not 
be affected by such invalidity. 

SECTION 6. EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt from the Department of State of official acknowledgment that this 
ordinance has been filed with the Department of State.
